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3 BARN ROOFS 
RIPPED OFF BY 
STRONG WINDS 


What waa believed by residents 
of the area to have been a tornado 
ripped through an area between 
New Chester and Hunterstown 
Sunday morning about 9 o’clock 
causing thousands of dollars dam­ 
age to barns and other buildings 
and hurling one barn roof 200 
yards onto the highway. 
At the same time, heavy winds 
smashed trees northwest of York 
Springs, closing the Hanover-Car- 
lisle pike briefly. 
At the Walter Hagebaum farm, 
New Oxford R. 2, between Hunt­ 
erstown and New Chester, near 
R. A. Siberia garage, the storm 
lifted the barn roof and carried 
it -200 yards to the road. There it 
deposited most of the roof on the 
road, left some pieces of the tin 
roofing dangling from electric 
and telephone wires. At the same 
time the twister disintegrated a 
wagon shed on the Hagebaum 
farm hurling it in the opposite 
direction. 
ROADS BLOCKED 
County Highways Superintend 
em Clyde earlier, whose crews 
were called to assist residents of 
the area in removal of the barn 
roof from the road, said three 
barn roofs were ripped off within 
a half mile area. In addition to 
the Hagebaum barn the roof at 
the Col. Ernest McClellan barn 
was removed, as was the roof at 
the Rufus Milhime* bam. 
Damaged by the storm was the 
roof of the barn at the David My­ 
ers property near “The Pines,” 
Garber said. 
He 
added. 
"There 
was 
lot of trees down but fortunately 
for us, the wind hurled most of 
them away from the road, across 
fences ” Most were down between 
New Chester and Hampton.

COURT RULES 
IN TWO BONO 
FORFEITURES 


Whether a bondsman can or can­ 
not get his bail bond back when 
a defendant disappears depends 
upon the effort made by the bonds 
man to secure the person, the 
Adams County court decided in 
two opinions handed down this 
morning. 
In the petition of W. E. Toddes, 
Gettysburg R. D., for remission 
of the $1,000 bail posted by him 
for Frederick T. Ketchum, of New 
York state and Washington. D. C., 
in 1955, the court ruled that the 
county 
will 
keep 
the 
money. 
Toddes argued that the district 
attorney’s office had done every­ 
thing in its power to return Ket­ 
chum to the jurisdiction of the 
county court but the court said 
that Toddes had to make his own 
effort if he wanted his money 
back. 
Ketchum was arrested March 
28, 1955, on a charge of driving 
while under the influence and en­ 
tered a plea of guilty before a 
ocal justice. Toddes then pro­ 
vided $1,000 bail for Ketchum 
Ketchum was a patient at the 
state hospital for mental diseases 
in Broome County, N. Y., at the 
time he was originally scheduled 
to appear before the Adams Coun 
ty court. Later he died in Wash­ 
ington. D. C., December 3, 1956 
AT LIBERTY FOR YEAR 
“The defendant in this case en­ 
tered a mental hospital two days 
before he was due to appear in 
court. Had he later returned to 
court the bondsman would un­ 
doubtedly be entitled to have the 
forfeiture of the bond remitted,’ 
the court held. “Or, had the bonds­ 
man later returned the defendant 
to court by his own efforts, or 
even made a strenous effort to 
return him, he might be entitled 
to a moderation of the forfeiture. 
But here the bondsman did noth­ 
ing to apprehend and return the 
defendant. He apparently relied 
on the authorities to apprehend 
and return him since he alleges 
in his petition that although the 
district attorney made a diligent 
effort . . . apparently due to un­ 
usual conditions the defendant was 
not apprehended and returned to 
this jurisdiction. 
“The fact remains that the de­ 
fendant was out of the hospital 
and at liberty for a year prior to 
his death during which tim#1 he 
could have been apprehended and

The storm, which started rn 
tome areas Saturday night, in­ 
creased in intensity Sunday. As 
the storm moved eastward, there 
was some letup in snowfall, but 
strong winds continued, causing 
much drifting. 
II LOSE LIVES 
Fresh snow measured up to 
more than a foot and a half in 
northern Minnesota. Drifts pilec 
up to IO feet in some areas Blow­ 
ing snow cut visibility sharply. 
At least 18 deaths were attribut 
ad to the stormy weather, meetly 
in traffic accidents on icy and 


of the deaths caused by heavy 
rains east of the snow belt. 
The damaging storm, a climatic 
shocker for the fifth week in 
spring, had widespread effects. 
Record snowfalls for the date 
were reported in many areas. 
Freezing weather added to the 
discomfort.

THOUSANDS STRANDED

An invasion force swept ashore 
on Cuba’s southern coast today 
and a rebel leader in the United 
States said the “battle to liberate 
our homeand” has begun. 
Shortly after news of the in­ 
vasion — reported by an army of­ 
ficer in a post west and south of 
Havana — was relayed to the out­ 
side world, communications with 
Cuba were cut off. 
Later, the Cuban government 
radio was 
heard 
ordering 
all 
members of the militia to report 
at once to their stations. The 
militia had been in a state of 
mobilization since Saturday's air 
bombings. 
Pentagon officials in Washing­ 
ton said more than three hours 
after the first Havana report that 
the U.S. military 
had

in­ 
dependent information on an in­ 
vasion. 
CASTRO RAPS U. S. 
In a speech shortly before the 
invasion report was issued by a 
military duty officer in Cuba, 
Prime Minster Fidel Castro once 
more accused the Unled States 
of aggression in connection with 
Saturday's attacks. 
The military duty officer at

la 
Grande 
said some 
fighting was going on between 
“government defenders and an in­ 
surgent landing force” at Playa 
Laga.

Adams County Farm 
Agent 
Frank S. Zettle today sent insect 
control on hay crop letter to coun­ 
ty farmers. 
He wrote that where dieldrin 
was applied last fall, both alfalfa 
weevil and spittlebugs will be 
controlled on the first hay crop 
and 
no spring application 
is 
needed. Where dieldrin was not 
applied last fall, a methoxychlor 
application will be needed for 
alfalfa weevil and spittlebug con­ 
trol. 
Zettle said that on the first 
crop of alfalfa, the spray should 
bt applied when weevil larvae in­ 
jury first appears. The farmer 
should use methoxychlor 25 per 
cent emulsion three quarts for 
each acre to control the spittle­ 
bugs and alfalfa weevil larvae. 
For clover and birdsfoot tre­ 
foil when spittlebugs appear, the 
tame insecticide and amount per 
acre should be used. For the sec­ 
ond spray of alfalfa when needed 
to control the aphids and weevil 
larvae, the ingredients are mala­ 
thion five pounds per gallon emul­ 
sion one and one-half pints. 
BIRDSFOOT TREFOIL 
The second and third crop al­ 
falfa should be applied when the 
new growth is four to six inches 
high to control the leafhopper. 
The 
methoxychlor 
compound 
should be applied also at this 
time. 
For the second crop birdsfoot 
trefoil, the same time, ingredients 
and application also apply as for 
the second alfalfa crop. He said 
that malathion at 1.5 pints per 
acre will kill alfalfa weevil larvae 
present, but the control will last 
only for about one week. Mala­ 
thion does not control spittle­ 
bugs. 
He cautioned farmers that the 
minimum days between treat­ 
ment and harvest for all controls 
is seven days. 
If farmers use a high pressure 
•prayer, they should use 2G0-4OO 
pounds pressure applying 50-100 
gallon of spray per are. When 
using weed-type sprayer, they 
•hould carry 40-80 pounds pres­ 
sure applying 20-30 gallon of 
•pray per acre. 
Zettle cautioned the farmers 
to avoid sprayers that have been 
used for applying weed killers un­ 
til 
they 
have 
been 
properly 
cleaned. Traces of 2,4-D and 
2.4,5-T are highly injurious to 
legumes.

SHOW CHINESE 
PAINTING HERE 


A large picture depicting a 
hunting scene of the Emperor 
Chia Ching (1796-1820) in Lo Tai, 
recently presented to Gettysburg 
College by John H. Hampshire, 
Baltimore, is on display in the 
book store window in the Student 
Union building. 
The masterpiece measures 94 
by 4 ft., and was painted in color 
on fine silk by the artist Chu 
Chuan. Chu Chuan, courtesy name 
Chu Yu Fong, was recognized in 
his time as the most outstanding 
artist in realism. He often took 
great pride when speaking of 
his work, 
saying egotistically, 
“My work literally vibrates with 
life.” 
The picture records an event 
which took place in Lo Tai, a 
scenic, as well as a favorable 
hunting ground of the emperors 
of the Ch’ing dynasty.

HARRISBURG (AP) - Neither 
the ice nor snow could discourage 
some fishermen on the first day 
of the trout season. 
Although the opening Saturday 
could have been better with good 
weather, reports received by the 
State Fish Commission indicated 
that slightly more than half of the 
610,000 licensed anglers got out to 
their favorite streams. 
Going was a bit rough in spots 
but *t didn’t seem to discourage 
anyone. 
In Wayne County, 20 inches of 
ice still covered the surface of 
Lorraine Lake. But sportsmen 
chopped through the cover and set 
up winter fishing rigs. One fish­ 
erman caught his limit in the first 
six minutes. 
WATER WAS COLD 
In many places the water was 
high, muddy or cold. 
Conditions were reported ideal 
in the northwest. Streams in But­ 
ler, Mercer, and Lawrence Coun­ 
ties were jammed. 
Good turnouts were reported in 
Washington and Lawrence Coun­ 
ties. 
Streams were high and the 
weather was cold in southeast and 
south central areas. Some streams 
were muddy. But lakes and ponds 
in south central counties were 
heavily fished. 
Temperatures were coldest in 
northern tier counties where snow 
failed to discourage anglers.

Finally Capitol work­ 
men removed the doors and the 
crowd streamed in. Once inside, 
they filled the corridors and three 
balconies which ring the rotunda. 
“ ALL THIS CONFUSION" 
The hectic activity led one of 
the speakers to tell spectators: 
“With all this confusion, I sup­ 
pose you’re saying. ‘No wonder 
the North lost the battle of Bull 
Run.’ ” 
During the ceremony guards­ 
men raised their righf hands and 
repeated the oath given the “First 
Defenders” when they were mus­ 
tered into federal service. In 1861 
the mustering in took place at the 
railroad station before the troops 
went to Washington. 
En route here, several of the 
Pennsylvanians were injured by 
rock-throwing molls at Baltimore 
in one of those displays which oc­ 
curred during the critical hour* 
after the firing on Fort Sumter 
and the start of the conflict. 
Sunday's ceremony ended with 
the firing of six cannon shot* in 
front of the Capitol. 
The fast and furious clicking of 
camera* and the jockeying or 
good positions near the firing 
plact* made it appear that the 
crowd got its biggest thrill of the 
day from the artillery salute.
